References to the 
magazines and weeklies of July, August and 
September, 1909, make up the first installment 
of over one thousand entries. Suggestions for the 
improvement of the index are desired.

American Colonial History.—A very interesting 
sketch of the settlement and early growth of the 
southern portion of the United States is contained 
in R. T. Barton’s Introduction to the “Virginia 
Colonial Decisions,” published by The Boston 
Book Co. this month.

LIBRARY PERIODICALS.” 
By HELEN E. HAINES, Pasadena, Cal. 


The subject library periodicals is naturally 
closely related to any consideration of library 
associations. As a matter of fact, the existence 
of one implies the existence of the other; to the 
Anglo-Saxon at least the inspiration of a common 
interest means simultaneously and almost inevi- 
tably a publication and an organization devoted 
to that interest. This has been especially the 
case in the history of the modern public library 
movement in our own country, where the first 
library periodical and the first library assocjation 
were anized in the same year. 

The history of library a begins with 
the year 1876, when, just ber ore the organization 
meeting of the American oy! Association at 
the Philadelphia Centennial in October, the first 
— of the American Library Journal were pub- 
lished and distributed to the members of the 
library conference. Origins are always difficult 
to trace, because it is generally the case that the 
same idea never springs up in just a single mind; 
it has a footing, more or less shadowy, in many, 
and when it finds public expression all those who 
have envisaged it feel that they are sharers in its 

oduction. The chief inspiring force behind the 
Cccianings of library journalism was undoubtedly 
Melvil Dewey, then librarian of Amherst college,

young, full of abounding energy, enthusiasm, and 
ideas that were revolutionary then—as, for that 
matter, they are today. Association, co-opera- 
tion, extension, were the keynotes of Mr. Dewey’s 
library theories, which he promulgated with un- 
conquerable optimism. 

e first step toward the regular publication 
of material relating to library interests was, how- 
ever, taken in the office of the Publishers’ Weekly 
in New York, in the establishment in January, 
1876, of a column in that periodical devoted to 
“‘Library and bibliographical notes.”” This column 
first appeared in the issue of the Publishers’ Weekly 
for Jan. 15, 1876, when a brief summary was given 
of the report of the Librarian of Congress, stating 
that “‘over 50,000 volumes are piled upon the 
floors, and the books are suffering material 
injuries on account of lack of room.” ithin the 
next few months this column had contained items 
regarding the work of the Boston Public, Astor, 
Harvard, Brooklyn Mercantile, Chicago Public, 
and other libraries, and many notes regardin 
bibliographies, catalogs, co-operative indexing an 
cataloguing, and similar subjects. Mr. Leypoldt, 
the founder and editor of the Publishers’ Weekly, 
and Mr. Bowker, its later owner and editor, were 
at that time jointly associated in the Publishers’ 
Weekly office and both had a deep personal inter- 
est in library affairs. They were acquainted with 
a number of librarians, and, naturally, the estab- 
lishment of this column extended that acquaint- 
tance; Mr. Dewey became one of its frequent 
contributors, and during various consultations 
with him in the Publishers’ Weekly office the 
plan was developed of starting a monthly maga- 
zine devoted exclusively to library interests. A 
board of editors was appointed, comprising the 
leading librarians of the country: Justin Winsor, 
James L. Whitney, and Frederick B. Perkins, all 
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of the Boston Public Library; Charles A. Cutter, 
of the Boston Atheneum; Ezra Abbott and John 
Fiske, of the Harvard library; Reuben A. Guild, 
of Brown University Library; J. Carson Brevoort, 
of the Astor Library; Henry A. Homes, of the 
New York State Library; S. B. Noyes, of the 
Brooklyn Mercantile Library; Frederick Vinton, 
of the Princeton Library; Lloyd P. Smith, of the 
Philadelphia Library; A. R. Spofford, of the 
library of Congress; John Eaton, of the Bureau 
of Education; Dr. J. S. Billings, of the National 
Medical Library; ~~ Poole, of the Chicago 
Public Library; Charles Evans, of the Indianapolis 
Public Library; Thomas Vickers, of the Cincinnati 
Public Library; W. T. Harris, superintendent of edu- 
cation at St. wwe J. Bailey, St. Louis Public 
Library; and A. E. Whitaker, San Francisco Mer- 
cantile Library. The managing editor was Melvil 
Dewey, at his Boston office, Mr. Leypoldt was the 
ublisher, and the first number of the American 
ibrary Journal was published under date of 
September 30, 1876, at $5 a year. In arrange- 
ment and general ._-_ it did not differ 
much at that time from the magazine as it is 
today—with the exception of the colored cover, 
adopted in 1906. The first number opened with 
‘“‘A word to starters of libraries,’’ by Justin Winsor, 
iving simple directions about the first steps to 
taken in forming a public library; an account of 
the Franklin Society of Paris, by Mr. Cutter; a 
review of the famous Government report of 1876 on 
libraries, written from advance sheets, by L.E. Jones; 
and an article on ‘“‘The profession,’’ by Mr. Dewey, 
who said that the time had now come when a 
librarian might, without assumption, speak of his 
occupation as a profession, and ended with this 
ascription (which has a familiar ring even at the 
resent time) : ““Time was when a library was very 
ike a museum, and a librarian was a mouser in 
musty books, and visitors looked with curious 
eyes at ancient tomes and manuscripts. Time ts 
when a library is a school, and a librarian is in the 
highest sense a teacher, and the visitor is a reader 
among the books as a workman among his tools. 
Will any man deny to the high calling of such a 
librarian the title of profession?’ Besides the 
articles there were editorial notes reviewing library 
progress in 1876 and outlining the plan of the 
Journal, communications, announcement of the 
coming library conference, description of the Cen- 
tennial library exhibits, an account of the Ridg- 
way Library, Philadelphia, and departments of 
Bibliography, Notes and eries, Pseudonyms 
and Anonyms, and General Notes. 

One of the first objections brought against the 
publication of a library magazine was that it 
would be impossible to obtain material for more 
than four or five numbers, and that it would inevi- 
tably — for lack of anything to put in it. 
This, Oowever, was never the case; from the 
beginning material was available (though often 
difficult to bm into shape); but it was always 
more than difficult to defray the actual cost of 
publication, although the editors received a barren 
recompense and .all contributions were volunteer 
offerings. So serious was the drain of steady loss, 
that from 1881 to 1885 there was constant daaan 
of its discontinuance; it was accordingly cut down 
in size and the price was first lowered to three 
dollars, then raised to ‘four dollars, then again 
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raised to five dollars with a corresponding increase 
in the number of pages and amount of material. 
After the third number had been issued, the name, 
American Library Journal, was changed to Library 
Journal, which has since continued. The thirty- 
three volumes of the Library Journal, therefore, 
cover the whole period of the modern library 
movement and constitute, so far as I know, the 
only current chronicle of that movement, and the 
= source from which its history must be com- 
piled. 

The next library periodical in the American 
field was Library Notes, edited and owned by Mr. 
Dewey (who had retired from the editorship of the 
Journal) and published first quarterly and then 
at irregular intervals from the office of the Library 
Bureau in Boston, of which Mr. Dewey was the 
founder, and with the management of which he 
was long connected. Library Notes made its ap- 
pearance in the latter part of 1886, and was a 
small publication, sold at $1 for the four numbers, 


‘and containing, chiefly, articles on mechanical 


devices and practical suggestions—such as patent 
ink bottles, methods of gumming book labels, recipes 
for library paste, and so on. It had a more or 
less interrupted career for about twelve years, and 
vol. 4, the last published, consisted of four num- 
bers: January, 1895, April, 1895, July, 1895, and 
September, 1898 (this last number bearing date 
October, 1898, on the inner pages, but September, 
1898, on cover). 

Public Libraries, which has had a useful and 
continuous eareer, was started in 1896, with the 
purpose of furnishing a periodical on more ele- 
mentary lines and at a lower price than the 
Library Journal, especially intended for the smaller 
libraries throughout the country. It was dis- 
cussed by the officers of the American Library 
Association in 1895, and the first idea had been 
that the Library Journal should publish an ele- 
mentary ———- at a lower price for smaller 
and poorer libraries. This, however, did not seem 

racticable to the Journal office, and the plans 
or the establishment of a smaller periodical were 
independently carried through. r. Dana, who 
was then librarian of the Denver Public Library 
and president of the American Library Associa- 
tion, was chiefly interested in the undertaking, 
and had hoped that it might be published by the 
American Library Association, but this likewise 
proved impracticable; and finally arrangements 
were made by which the publication was owned 
by and issued from the Chicago office of the 
Library Bureau. The first number a red under 
date of May, 1896, with a board of B teen editors 
(Mr. Dana, Miss West and Mr. Elmendorf—respec- 
pay | ees vice-president and secretary of 
the A. L. A~—Mr. Crunden, Mr. Dewey, Mr. Hild, 
Mr. Montgomery, Mr. Larned, Mr. Rowell, Miss 
Garland, Miss Hewins, Miss Kroeger, Miss Plummer 
and Miss Sharp), under the personal editorship of 
Miss Ahern, formerly state librarian of Indiana, 
and one of the most popular and effective women 
in library circles. The editorial board was gradu- 
ally discontinued soon afterward, and the maga- 
zine has been conducted independently under its 
editor’s direction. The ten numbers, published 
yearly at the low price of $1, have treated many 
and varied subjects of library interest and touched 
upon the questions common to libraries of all 
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sizes and classes. It has been a most useful aid 
in the development of small libraries throughout 
the country, and particularly in the Western 
states, where Miss Ahern has been one of the 
helpful speakers and visitors at library meetings, 
library schools, and summer training classes. 

The only other American library iodicals 
to be specifically noted are the A. L. A. Booklist 
and the Bulletin of the American Library Associa- 
tion. The former is issued for the American 
Library Association by its Publishing Board, and 
sold at a subscription price of $1 per year of ten 
monthly numbers. This was started in January, 
1905, by the A. L. A. Publishing Board, as a 
monthly list of current books recommended for 

ase. It was undertaken at the instance of 
the various state library commissions, which for 
several years past had published co-o tively 
among themselves selected lists of books recom- 
mended for small libraries, and felt that this was 
a service to the small public libraries of the whole 
country that came clearly within the scope of the 
Carnegie fund of the A. L. A. Publishing Board. The 
commissions wished to be relieved of the burden 
and expense of publishing this list, but offered to 
contribute material for it and to subscribe for 
copies if it could be published by the A. L. A. 
The first number appeared in January, 1905, and 
it has been continued since then with steady 
improvement both in the quality and usefulness 
of its lists. Miss Caroline H. Garland of the 
Dover Public Library was the first general editor. 
The t editor is Miss Elva Bascom. Mate- 
rial is sent in by a e number of contributing 
librarians,fand the editorial work is carried on 
under the auspices of this Wisconsin Free Library

guidance of librarians—and it may be regarded as 
one of the most useful undertakings that the 
American Library Association has yet initiated. 

The first number of the Bulletin of the American 
Library Association a red in January, 1907, as 
the official organ of the Association, sent free to 
members only. With its publication the formal 
connection of the Library Journal with the 
A. L. A., as its official organ, ceased. Six numbers 
a year of the Bulletin are issued, including the 
yearly Handbook and the volume of Conference 
**Proceedings,”’ and it is, as the name implies, an 
official bulletin of association affairs, impersonal, 
and without the general features of a periodical, 
but serving a ul and practical purpose. 

An unusual publication in the library field is 
the iodical entitled Library Work, published 
by the H. W. Wilson Co. as a bibliographical guide 
and index to current library literature. The first 
number appeared in the spring of 1906, and it was, 
indeed, hardly to be classed as a ‘‘periodical,’’ for 
its publication was sporadic—or atinfrequent inter- 
vals, and it had no subscription price. 
It is an interesting experiment of distinct value, 
now publis! as a quarterly, with subscription 
price 50c. a year, but it seems better adapted to 
publication as a yearbook, or annual index, than 
as a periodical. 
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The various bulletins or quarterlies of the several 
state library commissions should also have atten- 
tion in any record of lib: periodicals, for, though 
covering a limited and local field, they contain 
much material of general interest. One of the 
best of these in its comprehensive record of state 
library interests is the quarterly News Notes of 
California Libraries, issued by the California State 
Library, now in its fourth year. The Wisconsin 
bulletin has also set an excellent example in style, 
arrangement and quality of its material; and the 
New York Libraries, issued by the state library, 
is one of the latest and most creditable exponents 
of this form of lib journalism. Any reference 
file of library periodicals is incomplete without a 
full selection of these commission publications. 
The various bulletins or other publications of in- 
dividual libraries—important and valuable as they 
are—hardly come within the scope of the present 


paper. 

There are no other distinctively library periodi- 
cals published in the United States, but the list is 
swelled wd a considerable representation of foreign 
periodicals, an acquaintance with which by libra- 
rians is extremely desirable, if not really neces- 
sary. Indeed, I should like to emphasize the 
importance of such a general acquaintance with 
the current literature of the library profession. 
In every field of work or activity, whether it deal 
with a trade, a science, or an art, one of the chief 
dangers is narrow-mindedness, a feeling that the 
only way of doing a thing is the way one has 
always done it, and a willing ignorance of what 
others are doing in the same field in other places. 
It does not actually help, perhaps, in the practical 
management of a children’s room to know some- 
thing of library affairs in Great Britain or Nor- 
way or Germany, but such knowledge helps in a 
broader way, by giving a truer perspective in the 
contemplation of our own work and counteracting 
the provincial attitude of mind that never strays 
beyond its own little parish. 

e second library periodical to be established 
was the organ of the English librarians, which 
followed soon after the establishment of the 
Library Journal, just as the English library asso- 
ciation followed immediately upon the organiza- 
tion of the American Library Association. When 
the English association was organized in 1877, the 
Library Journal was adopted as its official organ, 
on condition that the word “‘American”’ should be 
dropped from its title, and for the first four years 
of its existence the Journal served as the only 
medium of communication for both American and 
English libraries. In January, 1880, the English 
library association, knowing of the ible dis- 
continuance of the Journal owing to lack of sup- 
port, an the publication of a bulletin of its 
own, Monthly Notes edited by Mr. H. R. 
Tedder. This continued until 1884, when its 
place was taken by the Library Chronicle, official 
organ of the English library association, published 
as a magazine somewhat on the general lines of 
the Journal, with articles on library, literary or 
bibliographical subjects, and notes and news re- 
garding the English association and. British library 
affairs. This also had a precarious existence, 
appearing intermittently and with constant delays 
and difficulties in publication, but it served a useful 
purpose and brought English librarians into closer 
touch with one another. In January, 1889, it 
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was succeeded in turn by another library periodical, 
The Library, published as a monthly, under the 
editorship of Mr. J. Y. W. MacAlister, which was 
formally adopted as the organ of the English asso- 
ciation. The Library was a substantial magazine, 
running to thirty-six or forty-two pages, hand- 
somely printed, and containing many articles on 
the literary or antiquarian side of bibliography, 
so that it appealed to collectors, owners of private 
libraries, and persons interested in literature, as 
well as to librarians. It remained the organ of the 
Library Association of the United Kingdom for 
ten years, though in the latter part of this period 
it was a bone of contention in the Library Asso- 
ciation, because of its private ownership. In 
1899, therefore, the Libr. Association broke off 
its relations with The Library, and established 
another periodical as its “‘official organ and prop- 
erty” under the title of the Library Assoctation 
Record. ‘This is edited by officers of the Library 
Association and published monthly, and is familiar 
to most American librarians. The fact that it is 
solely the representative of an association has 
deprived it of individuality of utterance or opinion, 
and it apparently exerts little influence on British 
library cileies, although recently an effort has been 
made to enliven its columns by signed expressions 
of opinion on current events. It is a well printed 
and attractive periodical, containing the papers 
read before the various meetings of the Library 
Association, annual and monthly, departments of 
library notes, reviews, selected notes on books, 
and official announcements regarding the Library 
Association. It is quite formal in tone, and offers 
neither criticism nor comment on, but simply a 
record of library affairs. The Library, meantime, 
though at first its discontinuance seemed inevi- 
table, has been continued in quarterly form, 
through the efforts of Mr. MacAlister, who is still its 
editor. It is now an imposing quarterly, hand- 
somely printed, chiefly devoted to articles on 
bibliographical subjects or of a scholarly literary 
character, but with continued interest in library 
affairs, and it maintains a deservedly high reputa- 
tion in its particular field. It is, nevertheless, 
constantly threatened with discontinuance owing 
to lack of sufficient support, and its future cannot 
be prophesied with any certainty. 

ust before the break between The Library and 
the Library Association, and probably as a partial 
result of the dissensions in the association, another 
English library periodical was started. This was 
the Librar Wold, of which the first number ap- 
peared in July, 1898. It was issued from the office 
of the Library Supply Co. of London (which corre- 

nds in a degree with the Library Bureau in 
this country), as a twenty-four-page monthly, 
resembling The Library in general style, with 
short articles on library topics, notes, etc., and 
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with an introductory announcement that it had 
been founded to meet the need “for a magazine 
of a more independent nature than anything 
hitherto issued, or at least one which is not ham- 
pered in any way by official connection with a 
society or other public body.’”’ It was practically 
a medium of expression for librarians dissatisfied 
with the formal methods of the ‘‘official organ,’- 
and it has kept up a pretty steady fire of criti’ 
cism upon conservative ideas and has been the 
mouthpiece of the more radical or progressive 
English librarians. It has had a continuous exist- 
ence and its influence on the whole has priate 4 
been excellent in promoting progressive methods 
in English libraries, and giving “the other side”’ 
of most library questions. 

Still another English library periodical remains, 
the Library Assistant, of which the first number 
egy in January, 1898, as the official organ 
of the Library Assistants’ Association, established 
in 1895. This is also still in existence as a small 
monthly, almost a bulletin in size, containing short 
articles, notes of appointments, and reports and 
announcements regarding the Library istants’ 
Association and examination classes. It illus- 
trates one of the chief differences between library 
organization in this country and in Great Britain 
—a difference that is also hom by the checkered 
career of the several English publications already 
noted—and that lies in the strong elements of 
class distinction and personal antagonism. The 
Library Assistants’ Association was formed, with 
the approval of the parent Library Association, 
as an organization for the assistants, who on their 
side felt that the national body was almost wholly 
given up the to head librarians in its membership 
and that the work of assistants, their desire to 
advance, and their own special interests were 
ignored or wilfully disregarded. In our own 

ssociation there has never been, so far as I know, 
any suggestion of such feeling, and librarians and 
assistants have shared with mutual friendliness 
in a common task and a common interest. In 
Great Britain, on the other hand, the library 
world has been and still is split into many different 
factions and critical coteries; the single question 
of open access has wrought havoc for a dozen 
years past among our English brethren, and its 
advocates have been characterized as villains, 
falsifiers, fools and blackguards, while they on 
their side have — similar peaceful epithets 
to the supporters of the indicator system. It has 
been the same way as regards other questions— 
the employment of women in libraries, for instance, 
or the establishment of children’s departments— 
and possibly for this reason the library movement 
has never reached the steady swing that fellow- 
ship and friendly co-operation have given it in 
the United States.
